Perhaps the beet bat k vault ever constrnctet 


in the northwest, is that now being built by 
Contractor Swain for Mellon Brcp. bank, on the 
corner of Fourth and Meigi stree s. 
A^TBIBUNB 


reporter called on Mr. Swain yes-erday .morning 
and ascertained s.mie facts concerning the de- 
sign and solidity of the immense pi^pe of ma- 
sonry. iThe foundation of the vault is twenty 
feet deep and ten feet wide b^ thirteen feet 
long. The masonry is first-class in every par- 
ticular, and when completec the mammoth cash 
box wiL be as one solid stone. 
The foundation 


reaches to the first floor, and there the vault be- 
gins. The floor of the vault will be made by 
first layirg large bars of rai.road iron, the space 
between which will be tillea with cement, and 
on this a steel plate about three eighths of an 
inch thick will be p-acea to be usecf as a floor. 
The Bides of the vault are to be constructed with 
iron bars, walled with about four feet of brick 
and cement. One of the most interesting and 
Significant features of the vault's construction 
was the discovery of very valuable sand, which 
is peculiarly acapted to the manufacture of ar- 
tidcia. stone. It is thoroughly impregnated 
with iron, anc the members of tbe Artificia.

The approaching completion of the North 


Pacific railroad, which is to be opened for 
through travel to Portland, Oregon and Pnget 
Sound, early in September, gives special inter- 
est to a portrait and biographical sketch of the 
presicent o£. the company under whose man- 
agement this important 'national, highway has 
been completed. 
~ 
: 


Mr. Villard Was born in Speyer, Germany, in 


1835, the son of a Bavarian judge, who in bis 
latter years sat upon the supreme aench of that 
kingdom. He received a university education, 
ant at the age of 13 came to America to make a 
career for himself, living for a short time wit i 
relatives in Belleville, II . He studied law, jut 
Boon turned to the m<^re congenial profession of 
journalism. At first he wrote for German- 
American papers, ant he found that they offered 
only a limited field, and he then set himself to 
work to master tjj English language. This 
task, always difficult for foreigners, he achieved 
so well that in 1858 be obtained an engagement 
to report the .Lincoln-Douglas political cam- 
paign for a leading eastern paper. His occu- 
pation was now fixed in tbe line -of bin taste?< 
and for nearly a score of years he .was an indus- 
trious and successful journalist. In 1859* he 
went to Colorado to write about the new gold 
discoveries for the Cincinnati Commercial. In 
I860 he did political correspondence for-the New 
York Herald, and after the close of the . cam- 
paign spent the winter in Springfield as a cor- 
respondent in confidential relations with Mr 
Lincoln. During the reb-llion be saw bard and 
hazardous service in the field with both th«^ 
eastern anc western armies as a representative, 
at different times, of the New York Tribune, 
New York .Herald, Chicago Tribune, Cincinnati 
Gazette, and other papers, winning a reputation 
as one of the most enterprising and reliable of 
the war correspondents. After the close of the 
war he did newspaper work in this country and 
in Europe. For two years, from 1868 to 1870, 
he was secretary of the* American Social Science 
Associa'no'n. 


WhileXin Germany in 1874 events occurred 


which brought him in connection with railway 
affairjt/ The German bondholders of certain 
American railroad companies, which hac. de- 
faulted on their interests after the panic of 
1873, sent him .to the United States as their 
representative ti> report on the condition pf the 
Kansas Pasific and Oregon & California rail- 
roads. He returned to Europe, was again -sent 
to America, and became president of the Oregon 
& California railroac. and tbe Oregon Steamship 
company in 1875, aud from 1876 to 1878 he was 
receiver of the Kansas Paclfio. 


In 1879' Mr. Vil.ard organized the Oregon 


Bailway'& Navigation company, which obtained 
control of the steamship and, steam-boat lines of 
Oregon and Washington territory,anc at once 'ae- 
gan the construction of a system of railroads to 
occupy the vallev of the Colum oia river and the 
new waeat anc. pasture country east of tbe Cas- 
cade mountains. This enterprise was remarka- 
bly successful, and Mr. Villard conceived the 
masterly plan of joining tbe transportation lines 
thus established to the trans-continental trunk 
road of the North Pacific, under a common 
management, anc. making them its western ex- 
tensions "and feecers. '-lo carry out this plan, 
lieTorrnectrinr 1881, what was known in Wall 
street, as the "blind pool." About ten millions 
of money were pi aced in his hands by leading 
bankers and other capitalists without his giving 
them definite information as to the use he meant 
to make of it. -He gave thrm, at the time, only 
his personal receipt, without security. WJith 
thitrfiSoTjey. and with his own means, he quietly 
bought a" controlling interest in JToith Pacific 
stock. In the fall of 1381 he was chosen presi- 
dent of the company. Ee hao previously or- 
ganized the Oregon & Transcontinental, .compa- 
ny, to build branches for the North Pacific, and 
to hold- a large amount of the stock of both 
that company and the Oregon Railway & Navi- 
gation company. Mr. Villard has energetically 
pushed forward to completion his entire system 
of roads, and will have the satisfaction of driv- 
ing the last spike of the North Pacific on the 
western slope of the Rocky mountains early in

in the northwest, is that now being built by 
Contractor Swain for Mellon Brcp. bank, on the 
corner of Fourth and Meigi stree s.

and ascertained s»me facts concerning the de- 
sign and solidity of the immense pi^pe of ma- 
sonry. /The foundation of the vault is twenty 
feet deep and ten feet wide b^ thirteen feet 
long. The masonry is first-class in every par- 
ticular, and when com pie tec. the mammoth cash 
box wil- be as one solid stone.

A *4elf-Maile 


The approaching completion of the North 


Pacific railroad, which is to be opened for 
through travel to Portland, Oregon and Puget 
Sound, early in September, gives special inter- 
est to a portrait and biographical sketch of the 
presicent of the company nnaer whose man- 
agement this important national highway has 
been completed. 


Mr. Villard was born in Speyer, Germany, in 


1835, the son of a Bavarian judge, who in bis 
latter years sat upon the supreme aench of that 
kingdom. He receivec. a university education, 
anc at the age of 1$ came to America to make a 
career for himself, living for a short time wit i 
relatives in Belleville, II . He studied .aw, jut 
Boon turnec. to the m«^re congenial profession of 
journalism. At first he wrote for German- 
American papers, ant he found that they offered 
only a limited field, and he then set himself to 
work to master taj English language. This 
task, always difficult for foreigners, he achieved 
so well that in 1858 he obtained an engagement 
to report the .Lincoln-Douglas political cam- 
paign for a leading eastern paper. His occu- 
pation was now fixed in the line of hin taste?, 
and for nearly a score of years he was an indus- 
trious and successful journalist. In -859 he 
went to Colorado to ccrite about the new gold 
discoveries for the Cincinnati Commercial. In 
1860 he did political correspondence for the New 
York Herald, and af tar the close of the cam- 
paign spent the winter in Springfield as a cor- 
responaent in confidential relations with Mr 
Lincoln. Daring the reb-llion be saw hard and 
hazardous service in the field with both tlw^ 
eastern anc western armies as a representative, 
at different times, of the New York Tribune, 
New York .Herald, Chicago Tribune, Cincinnati 
Gazette, and other papers, winning a reputation 
as one of the most enterprising and reliable of 
the war correspondents. After the close of the 
war he did newspaper work in this country and 
in Europe. For tw o years, from 1868 to 1870, 
he was se/jre^ary^of the" American Social bcience 
Association. 


WhileViu Germany in 1874 events c ccurred 


which brought him in connection with railway 
affair*/ The German bondholders of certain 
American railroad companies, which hac. te- 
fanlted on thrir interests after the panic of 
1873, sent him to the United States as their 
representative t j leport on the condition pf the 
Kansas Pasific and Oregon & Calif orni.i rail- 
roads. He returned to Europe, was again -sent 
to America, and became president of the Oregon 
& California railroac and the Oregon Steamship 
company in 1875, aud from 1876 to 1878 he was 
receiver of the Kansas Paclfi :. 


In 1879 Mr. ViLard organized the Oregon 


Tlailway'& Navigation company, which obtained 
control of the steamship ana, steamboat lines of 
Oregon and Washington territory, anc at once oe- 
gan the construction of a system ot railroads to 
occupy the valley of the Columbia river and the 


I new Waeat anc. pasture country east of the Cas- 
cade mountains. This enterprise was remarka- 
bly successful, and Mr. Villard conceived the 
masterly plan of joining the transportation lines 
thus established to the trans-continental trunk 
road of the North Pacific, under a common 
management, anc. making them its western ex- 
tensions 'and feecers. 'Jo carry ont thin plan, 
he~formea7"nr 1831, what was known in Wall 
street as the "blind pool." About ten millions 
of money were p aced in his hands by leading 
bankers and other capitalists without his giving 
them definite information as to the use he meant 
to make of it. He gave them, at the time, only 
his personal receipt, without security. Wjith 
thitTnSoTjey. and with his own means, he quietly 
bought a controlling interest in >~otth Pacific 
stock. In the fall of 1381 he was chosen presi- 
dent of the compinj . Ee hao previously or- 
gani^ed the Oregiwi & Transcontinental compa- 
ny, to bnild branches for the North Pacific, and 
to hold a large amount of the stock of both 
that company and the Oregon Railway & Navi- 
gation company. Mr. Villard has energetically 
pushed forward to completion his entire system 
of roads, and will have the satisfaction of driv- 
ing the last spike of the North Pacific on the 
western slope of the Rocky mountains early in 
September. 


In person, Mr. Villard is tall and robust, with 


broad shoulcers, a high expansive forehead, blue 
eyes anc orown hair. Eis manner is frank and 
Cordial. He lives on Madison ave-ine, New 
York, and has a country house at Dobbs Ferry, 
on the Hudson. -3i» wife is the daughter of 
the late William Lloyd Garrison, the devoted 
champion of the anti-slavery movement in the 
days before the war. His operations on Wall 
street, while often bold aud a large scale, are 
usually confined to protecting the stocks and 
advancing the interests of the companies over 
which he presides.

C'hus, if a dispatca was to be sent from Bis- 
marck to New York, and The wires could be 
used no further than St. Paul, the message 
would be sent to St. Paul by telegraph and then 
transferred to the postoffice to be taken the 
remainder of the distance by mail.
